OF  THE  TOWN  OP  OAKHAM,  FOR  THE  YEAR 
ENDING  MARCH  1,  1875. 


As  nothing  unusual  has  occurred  during  the  year  now  clos¬ 
ing,  we  have  to  present  the  subject  in  the  same  manner  as 
heretofore. 

The  whole  number  having  a  legal  pauper  settlement  in  the 
town  who  have  had  full  support  for  the  whole  or  part  of  the 
year  has  been  eight.  During  the  year  two  have  died,  leaving- 
six  who  are  now  entitled  to  full  support. 

The  whole  number  who  have  a  legal  pauper  settlement,  and 
have  received  partial  support  during  the  year,  is  twelve  ;  mak¬ 
ing  the  whole  number  who  have  received  full  and  partial  sup¬ 


port,  twenty.
